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Shrouds Cover Rows Of 
Airliner Crash Kills 109

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
E astern Airlines 727 jet from 
New Orleans, turning toward 
Runway 
22L 
at 
Kennedy 
International Airport, cruised 
through heavy rain and light­ 
ning. It seemed like a normal 
landing despite the weather. 


Suddenly, several witnesses 
said later, bolts of lightning 
a p p e a re d to hit the heavily 
loaded blue and white plane. A 
quarter-m ile from the runway, 


it snapped a series of 35-foot 
light towers. 
The aircraft somersaulted, hit 
the ground with a thunderous 
explosion and a fireball that 
flashed up to 600 feet in the 
gray sky, and then broke up 
across a m arshy field and a 
highway. 
There were 123 men, women 
and 
children 
aboard 
EAL 
Flight 66. Only 14 survived the 
crash Tuesday afternoon. Two 
flight attendants miraculously 
escaped serious injury and 12 


passengers 
were 
in 
critical 
condition today. 
The toll of 109 dead made this 
the worst crash of a single 
plane in the United States since 
a 1971 disaster in Alaska that 
killed 111.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Some school 
districts, 
mostly medium to large ones, will be hit by teacher 
strikes this fall, but there won’t be massive walkouts 
statewide, an ISTA official predicted Tuesday. 
“There will be unresolved contracts when school 
resum es this fall,” said Doyle McAlister, assistant 
executive director in charge of negotiations for the 
Indiana State Teachers Association. 
“ I see no m assive strikes, but there will be some here 
and there, probably in medium to larger districts,” 
McAlister said. 
The ISTA has affiliates bargaining with school boards 
in 262 Indiana school districts. McAlister said only 52 
contracts have been settled, 77 others are mediation and 
five have gone into fact finding The other districts are 
still at the regular bargaining level. 
Last year, 115 contracts wound up in mediation. This 
year, 83 have gone that route so far, including six which 
have been resolved. Five a re in fact finding now, while 
35 reached that point last year.

“When a city has to depend 
on a bake sale to help meet its 
financial obligations, you know 
it’s in bad shape.” 
Mayor Henry Ross said the 
city 
is 
burdened 
with 
a 


longterm $750,000 debt owed the 
U.S. Housing and Urban Deve 
lopment Department on a loan 
to develop its water and sewage 
system. All efforts to obtain 
forgiveness on the loan have 
failed. 
“When we pay a 
$25,000 
installment due on that loan 
we won’t have any money left 
to pay for anything else,” Ms 
Willis said. “It’s humiliating for 
this community to have to 
grovel before a federal agency 
to get financial help.”

to 
sponsor 
the 
festival July 18-20 and called 
for an all-out effort by the 
community’s 1,700 residents in 
raising the goal of $50,000. 
Ms. Willis said the festival 
would include:

The 
lessons more than pay for the 
rent on the basement room in 
one corner of a brick building 
more than a century old. The

streams in the area provide 
Hubbard with an endless array 
of landscapes. His only com ­ 
plaint is a shortage of human 
models. 
“ Oh I've had some local girls 
pose for me from time to time, 
but they don’t know how to do 
it,” he says. “ They’re too stiff. 
They just don’t know how to 
strike a pose.” 
His other source of irritation 
is portraits. He gets com m is­ 
sions and they sometimes later 
fall through. In those circum ­ 
stances 
he 
has 
an 
artful 
solution.

“ This is a portrait of a guy 


up in W illoughby,” he says, 
pointing to a circus clown. “ I 
did the whole fam ily, blit they 
didn’t take them so I made a 
clown outa him .” 
Hubbard, whose German im ­ 
m igrant grandfather ran a shoe 
store here for 40 years, wanted 
to be a cartoonist when he was 
a boy.

“ Then, after three years in the 
N avy, I took com m ercial art 
courses at Columbia Tech in 
Washington, D.C. 
“ Of course, I also studied all 
the art books I could get.” 


Hubbard has two outlets for 
his paintings. He sells them to 
anyone who drops in and he 
gets orders through his son, 
David, who has a trio which 


plays at large motor hotels on 
the Ea st Coast. David carries 


an album of photographs of his 


father’s paintings.

it,” he says. “ I ’d do a lot better 
if I had a bigger place.”

• He says business has been 
getting 
better 
the

months and is likely to continue 
to improve. Right now he is 
cranking up for the local event 
of the year, a festival that will 
keep his studio open well past 
his usual 5 p.m. closing time. 


“ There used to be 13 saloons 
at one time in M antua,” *he 
says. “ There was a big hotel. 
This used to be a jumping town 
back when it started.

grant for cigarette advertising 
in Thailand was ended last 
June 
30. 
An 
$80,000 annual 
program 
to

cigarette sales in Japan, dating 
to 1956, was ended in June, 
1971. 
An official, who asked not to 
be identified, said the decision 
to end the program by phasing 
out the Austrian grant was 
based 
largely 
on 
continuing 
criticism . 
“ It becam e a question

a rath e r sm all (foreign) m arket 
was worth the adverse pub­ 


licity,” the official said. He 
said Austrian tobacco officials 
had been anxious to continue 
the program .

Impaired By Cataract 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Eye 
ca ta ra cts rem ain pretty much 
of 
a 
m ystery 
to 
scientists 
seeking their cause but re ­ 
searchers 
report 
they 
they 
might be on the path tow ard 
blocking 
one 
relatively 
rare 
form of the ailm ent. 
The N ational Eye Institute 
estim ates that lenses clouded 
by ca ta ra ct are obstructing the 
passage of light into the eye 
and thus im pairing the vision of 
m ore than 3 million Am ericans. 
Surgery is the only m eans of 
treatm ent and 400,000 cataracts 
w ere rem oved from A m ericans 
last year. 
When the diseased lenses are 
rem oved, the patient is fitted 
with special glasses or contact 
lenses to replace the natural 
lens. 
There a re several different 
kinds of ca ta ra cts but about 
four of five are the result of 
aging processes. Other c a ta ­ 
racts a re caused by infection 
and inflam m ation and som e are 
associated with diabetes. 
It is with diabetic cataracts 
that m ajor progress is being 
m ade. It is not known how 
many people have this form of 
eye 
ailm ent, 
but 
the 
Eye 
Institute said that of 240,000 
persons 
treated 
in 
in 
non­ 
governm ent 
hospitals 
three 
years ago for cataracts, 18,000 
were diabetics. 
Dr. Jin H. Kinoshita, chief of 
the laboratory of vision 
re ­ 
search 
at 
the 
NEI, 
said 
cataracts have been studied 


extensively in the test tube in 
lenses 
taken 
from 
anim als. 
They also have been produced 
experim entally in the laborato­ 
ry. 
He said that it has been found 
that an enzym e called aldose 
reductase appears to trigger 
the process of cataract form a­ 
tion in persons afflicted with 
diabetes and galactosem ia, a 
hereditary disturbance which 
elevates the am ounts of milk 
sugar in the blood stream . 
Under 
norm al 
conditions, 
aldose reductase in the lens is 
dorm ant ancR ts function is not 
known. But in galactosem ia and 
in 
diabetes, 
in 
which 
the 
elevated blood sugar is glucose, 
aldose reductase is turned on. 
The 
enzym e 
converts 
the 
sugars to sugar alcohols called 
polyols. 
The 
form ation 
of 
polyols in turn leads to the 
developm ent of cataracts. 
“ S ince 
th e re 
w as 
ev ery 
indication that aldose reductase 


was the initiating factor, 
it 
seem ed reasonable that c a ta ­ 
racts m ight be prevented by 
a p p ro p ria te ch em ical c o m ­ 
pounds that would inhibit the 
action of this enzym e,” Kino­ 
shita said at a science w riters 
sem inar at the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health. 
Ayerst Laboratories has deve­ 
loped such a compound and so 
have researchers at the Eye 
Institute. 
He 
said 
scientists 
soon m ay be ready to test the 
chem icals in the form of eye 
drops in hum ans developing 
diabetic cataract. 
It is known that there is a a . 
additive effect am ong causes of 
ca taracts and aging persons 
with diabetes therefore have a 
higher 
risk 
of 
developing 
cataracts than others. 
“ Offsetting the influence of 
diabetes by use of eyedrops 
could 
at 
lead 
reduce 
the 
likelihood of cataracts develo­ 
ping,” Kinoshota said.

Backpacker’s Dream Can Be 
Park Ranger’s Nightmare 


GATLINBURG, Tenn (UPI) 
— This country is a backpack­ 
e r’s dream , attracting greater 
and greater numbers of hikers 
every year. It is sometimes a 
park ranger’s nightmare. 
“ I believe it’s psychological,” 
says Jack Linahan, assistant 
chief 
ranger 
of 
the 
Great 
Smoky 
M ountains National 
Park. “They look up at green, 
heavily 
forested 
mountains. 
Down in the valley it’s warm 
and pleasant. And they just 
don t believe that up there on 
the ridge conditions can be as 
rough as they are sometimes. 
“They go into the wilderness 
country as if they were just 
going for a stroll in the park,” 
Linahan says. And every year 
30 or 40 of them get themselves 
into trouble 
Like the fellow who decided 
to hike 
three 
miles 
up 
to 
Rainbow 
Falls 
one 
Sunday 
afternoon. Not much of a hike, 
but sundown caught him still on 
the trail. He lost his sense of 
direction and 
wandered 
the 
whole night unable to find his 
way back to the parking area 
where he had left his car. 
Or the Boy Scout who lagged 
behind his troop on a hike in 
the 
Little 
River 
area 
and 
wasn’t found until the next day. 
A couple of years ago, three 
east Tennessee natives decided 
to do a little wilderness hunting 
one balmy fall day. They went 
into the Smokies dressed only 
in light jackets. 
In early afternoon a cold 
front swept through, tempera 
lures dropped below freezing, 
snow covered the mountains 
Two of them froze to death 


before they could fight their 
way through rhododendron hells 
and laurel slicks. 
Earlier this year two Eastern 
Kentucky University students 
challenged 
the 
Appalachian 
Trail. One of them died in that 
snowbound wilderness because 
they 
violated 
three 
of 
the 
h ik e r’s 
basic 
rules 
—they 
separated, they abandoned life- 
supporting equipment and they 
pushed themselves to the point 
of exhaustion. 
Vince Ellis, retiring superin­ 
tendent of the Smoky Park, 
says he believes the presence of 
shelters along the Appalachian 
Trail gives many hikers a false 
sense of security. 
But the fact is that no city 
dweller should ever feel totally 
secure on a wilderness trail. 
There’s a quiet out there that’s 
almost a 
tangible presence. 
Sunlight 
dapples 
the 
forest 
floor. Small sounds often are 
hard to pinpoint, and the thick 
foliage and underbush in places 
absorbs sound to such an extent 
that a shout IOO yards away 
can’t be heard. 
Some 
m ornings 
the 
sun 
doesn’t come up at all in the 
ordinary sense. The day simply 
grays out of the black of night. 
And it isn t until late in the 
morning that the sun finally 
burns its way to earth through 
the mists that smoke these 
mountains and give them their 
name. 
And no one should ever judge 
this wilderness by the time of 
year. 
It 
was 
on 
a 
warm 
Father’s Day weekend in 1969 
that 
the biggest, most pro­ 
longed search in the history of 


the Great Smoky Mountains 
National Park was launched. 
Dennis Martin of Knoxville, 
on a weekend camping outing 
with his father, brother and 
grandfather, vanished into the 
wilderness. 
They were at Spence Field, a 
huge bald at the top of Bote 
Mountain. 
The 
Appalachian 
Trail runs through that field, 
once a grazing spot for cattle. 
One minute the seven-year- 
old was playing about the open 
bald, watched by his father and 
grandfather as they sat in the 
sun. 
The next minute he was gone. 
And 
although 
thousands 
of 
persons, including Green Beret 
troops and experienced moun­ 
tain men, 
searched 
through 
most of that summer, he was 
never seen again. 
Perhaps one reason no trace 
ever was found of the boy was 
the way the weather suddenly 
changed. 
A 
frontal 
system 
swept across the 
mountains 
bringing a series of thunder­ 
storms that dumped more than 
two inches of rain in places. 
Lightning ripped the black­ 
ness of 
the night. Thunder 
crashed and rumbled over the 
ridges, 
and 
roared 
in 
the 
valleys. 
And 
small 
creeks 
swelled to bankful in a m atter 
of minutes. 
In any case, the Martin story 
is still whispered by the trees 
that make up this wilderness — 
one of m any the m ountains 
keep in their secret way. 
Those who understand the 
wilderness can find a peace and 
satisfaction of soul here that 
nothing else offers. 
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But those who would wrestle 
these mountains with city-born 
conceit 
in 
their hearts are 
likely to lose two falls out of 
three, with their lives on the 
line. 


New Trial Granted 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Mayor Joseph Alioto has been 
granted a new trial in his $12.5 
million libel suit against the 
now-defunct Look Magazine on 
the issue of whether the article 
was published 
with 
“actual 
malice.” 
The decision Monday by the 
U.S. Court of Appeals opened 
the way for damages should a 
jury in the third trial of the 
case find that the article was 
published with malice. 
The article was titled “The 
Web that Links San Francisco’s 
Mayor With the Mafia,” and 
was published Sept. 29, 1969. 
The jury in the second trial 
found the article “false and 
defam atory,” but was unable to 
agree as to “whether it had 
been published with the requi­ 
site of actual m alice.” 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 
black 
bear, 
Pennsylvania’s 
largest and most prized big 
game animal, is in trouble. 
Because of excessive hunting 
pressure, heavy road kills and 
m an’s encroachment on the 
bruins’ wilderness domain, the 
bear population has declined to 
an 
almost 
dangerous 
level, 
wildlife researchers say. 
And Nov. 24, 1975, may be 
P ennsylvania h u n te rs’ last 
chance to pursue the black bear 
on a statewide basis. 
An estim ated 130,000 persons 
hunted bear during the state’s 
one-day season in 1974, but only 
223 bear were reported killed. 
This compares with 299 in 1973, 
370 in 1972 and 488 in 1971. 
And although the hunters, the 
Game 
Commission 
and 
a 
wildlife biologist who is study­ 
ing the b ear a re concerned 
about the dwindling population, 
they cannot agree on what 
should be done about it. 
The powerful Pennsylvania 
Federation 
of 
Sportsmens’ 
Clubs 
defeated 
a 
resolution 
proposed at its spring meeting 
calling for a moritorium on 
bear hunting until more infor 
mation on the bruin can be 
gathered. 
But knowledgeable Federa 
tion sources said the resolution 
was killed because the Game 
Commission 
lobbied 
heavily 
against it and 
because 
the 
sportsmen did not understand 
it. 
The 
G am e 
Com m ission, 
under 
pressure 
from 
some 
hunters and businessmen who 
would lose money if the season 
was eliminated, has tried to 
avoid any controversy. 
For 
example, 
the 
Game 
Commission’s 
announcement 
that there would be a one-day 
bear season this year took up 
only one sentence in a five-page 
news release and gave nothing 
more than the date. 
Dr. Jam es Lindzey, director 
of 
the 
Cooperative 
Wildlife 
Research Unit at Penn State, 
has been 
studying 
Pennsyl­ 
vania’s black bear for years 
and probably has more infor­ 
mation on it than anyone else 
in the state. 
Lindzey says the black bear 
population has fallen below the 


level needed 
so that 
there 
should be born at least one cub 
to replace every bear that is 
killed by a hunter or by an 
automobile. 
He says it would take at least 
three years of no hunting to 
bring the population up to that 
level, but has made no such 
recommendation to the Game 
Commission. 
In addition o the declining 
number of nears 
killed 
by 
hunters, an increase in the 
average age of the hunter-killed 
bears from 2.6 years in 1973 to 
3 years 
in 
1974 
seems 
to 
indicate the bear population is 
dwindling, Lindzey said. 
“It appears that there has 
been a decline in the production 
of young bears because of the 
heavy harvesting,” he said. 
Lindzey said Pennsylvania’s 
bear range has enough food to 
support at least 2,500 to 3,000 
bears. At that level, he said, 
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hunters could kill 300 a year 
without 
reducing 
the 
total 
population. 
But he said he is concerned 
that the 
Game 
Commission 
might decide there should be a 
smaller bear population so that 
the bear’s effects on humans 
will be minimized. 
“The commission seems to be 
overly concerned about bear 
dam age,” Lindzey said. “But 
personally, I think that in order 
to have bears we have to 
accept a certain am ount of 
dam age.” 
Dale Sheffer, chief of the 
Game Commission’s Division of 
Game Management, said the 
commission 
may 
very 
well

NEW YORK

young biochemist from Rutgers J 
University 
believes 
atheros­ 
clerosis, the artery disease that 
leads to heart attacks, may be 
just the result of a vitamin C 
deficiency. 
, 
Dr. Anthony Verlangieri, 29, 
has been working with rabbits 
in this field for the past half 
dozen years. His studies are 
adding to the evidence suggest­ 
ing vitamin C is an agent that 
somehow 
helps 
prevent 
or 
reduce the extent of atheros­ 
clerosis. 
There is controversy over the 
validity of the evidence. Bpt 
Verlangieri, in an interview, 
said his rabbit studies point to 
a route by which “ C” wards off 
the disorder. In rabbits. 
“ A rabbit is no substitute for 
a human being,” he said, ‘‘But 
a rabbit is a good research 
model. A monkey would be 
better.” 
Verlangieri believes human 
testing also is warranted and 
badly needed. He had breakfast 
the other day with Dr. Linus 
Pauling, the drum beater for 
big doses of vitamin C, and 
Verlangieri 
said 
Pauling 
is 
trying to him get support to 
expand the research. 
The Assistant Professor of 
Toxicology at Rutgers’ Cook 
College 
of 
Animal 
Sciences 
said: 
“ I keep asking myself, can it 
really be that simple,” he said. 
‘‘I keep playing the devil’s 
advocate, asking all the ques­ 
tions my critics will ask. But 
all the pieces of the puzzle fit. 
It has to be right.” 
What he said is new in his 
findings: “ Identifying the loss 
of certain chemical compounds 
that are building blocks of the 
artery lining. The loss occurs 
when atherosclerosis is induced 
in laboratory rabbits.” 
When vitamin C is added to 
the disease-producing diet, 
however, 
these 
same 
com­ 
pounds do not disappear but 
actually increase above normal 
levels, his research shows. 
Along with this change the 
extent of the disease is greatly 
reduced, as compared to artery 
damage in rabbits receiving no 
vitamin C. 
“ I ’ve found a definite bio­ 
chemical 
change 
in 
the 
diseased 
artery 
which 
is 
apparently modified by vitamin 
C,” he said. “ And this change 
parallels a decrease in the 
extent of the disease,” he said/- 
“ I can say absolutely this is 
what happens in rabbits. 
I 
cannot yet say absolutely in 
humans, though I ’m 99 per cent 
convinced. 
Verlangieri 
said 
a 
major 
hurdle in treating or preventing 
atherosclerosis in humans has 
been lack of a clear idea of 
what goes wrong initially to let 
the disease start. 
The 
disease 
involves 
the 
buildup of deposits of choles­ 
terol or other fats in and under 
the lining of the blood vessel. 
The lining becomes thickerled 
and brittle, reducing blood flow 
or causing hemorrhaging and 
blood clots. 
But what happens in the first 
place to set the scene for the 
formation 
of 
these 
lethal 
deposits? Verlangieri said his 
findings suggest two possible 
explanations. 
The first goes like this: 
“ Apparently, vitamin C is 
needed for the body to produce 
these particular compounds in 
the lining of the artery. If these 
compounds begin to disappear, 
the lining may become more 
permeable—it is something like 
a sieve, held together by these 
materials. Without them, cho­ 
lesterol and other fatty sub­ 
stances 
may 
be 
squeezed 
through the lining and begin to 
form plaques.” 
The second theory: 
“ Another possibility is that 
these compounds in the arteries 
help metabolize or break down 
cholesterol or other fats in the 
bloodstream. 
If 
these 
com­ 
pounds aren’t there, fats may 
build up on the vessel wall 
simply 
because 
the 
normal 
mechanism for removing them 
is not working.”
